THE ROAD 
LESS LUCRATIVE 

Female Uber drivers earn less, but sexism isn’t to blame 


E conomists at Stanford, the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago, and Uber 
trawled through data from more 
than a million rideshare drivers 
looking for a gender pay gap and found a 
surprising 7 percent difference between 
men and women’s take-home pay. 

It’s surprising because at Uber, hir¬ 
ing is gender-blind. You can sign up as 
long as you have a newish car and your 
background check comes back clean. You 
work when you want, where you want, 
and for as long as you want. You’re paid 
based on how many rides you give, how 
long they take, and how far you go. 

The fare is calculated by a computer, 
which does not care about your gender. 

The economists also concluded that 
Uber doesn’t discriminate when it comes 
to setting the wages, and customers don’t 


discriminate when it comes to accepting 
or rejecting rides, though women actually 
get tipped better. 

So why does this universal pay gap— 
which women often attribute to lack of 
opportunity and skeptics dismiss as lack 
of initiative—show up in Uber as well? 

Men drive more. 

The average man takes about 50 percent 
more trips per week than the average 
woman. They tend to drive faster, which 
allows them to complete more rides, and 
the increased money they earn from that 
equation makes them want to stick with 
Uber longer. 

(The economists also said there’s plenty 
of other research that shows women drive 
slower, but get in more accidents—damn it, 
science! Then again, men are more likely 
to be killed in accidents. I.e. women get

into fender benders; men start driving 
the wrong way at 80 mph.) 

Male Uber drivers also tend to go for 
the prime rides like early-morning trips 
to the airport and at bar close time, the 
study found, while women dominate 
Sunday afternoons. 

But while a very real pay gap does exist, 
female economists have found that it isn’t 


as conveniently sinister as people might 
think. It’s more about the uniqueness of 
women’s lives. Women are usually pri¬ 
mary caretakers of kids, so they can’t 
be out late working graveyard shifts, 
and they typically don’t prefer working 
alone, delivering strangers during those 
lucrative late-night shifts because of the 
safety risks, -susan du

Back from the Trough 

Tim Pawlenty’s triumphant return from pimping for Wall Street 


gnore reports that Tim Pawlenty’s 
campaign for governor will begin 
someday soon. 

It began last July when a plaque 
was installed next to Pawlenty’s official 
portrait in the State Capitol. The text sum¬ 
marized a governorship marred by tragedy 
and strife—at least some of it of his own 
making. 

This would not do. Pawlenty com¬ 
plained, and the plaque was rewritten 
to polish his ego. Gone was the governor 
who violated the constitution by rewriting 
the budget to yank $2 billion from schools 
and social services. In his place stood one 
who once chaired the esteemed National 
Governors Association, and who really 
loved the troops. 

In truth, the original text was too kind. 

He vetoed transportation funding six 
months after the 35W bridge fell into the 
Mississippi River. He resisted life-saving 
stem cell research on ‘"moral” grounds. He 
held the line on a state minimum wage 
($6.15) that ranked among the four stin¬ 
giest in America. He preserved a ban on 
extending insurance benefits to domestic 
partners of gay municipal employees. He 
sided with banks over protectinghomeown- 
ers from foreclosure during the mortgage 
crisis. And that was just 2008. 

Pawlenty’s rewrite went beyond his term 
in office. He also insisted the plaque read 
that, since 2012, he’s worked as the chief 
executive officer for “an advocacy organiza¬ 
tion based in Washington, D.C.” To learn 
which one, you’d need to see the original 
plaque: “The Financial Services Roundtable, 
a major Wall Street lobbying group.” 

Make that the major Wall Street lobb 5 dng 
group. Members include eight of Ameri¬ 


ca’s 10 biggest banks, plus Visa, American 
Express, and MasterCard. 

Its institutions represent combined assets 
north of $10 trillion—comparable to the GDP 
of China—and they spend mightily to protect 
it. In the past five years, the Roundtable 
expensed about $27 million for lobbying. 
Almost $7 million of that went to Pawlenty, 
and that’s just through 2015, the last year 
with tax records available. 

That money wasn’t spent fighting on 
behalf of everyday Minnesotans. When 
a proposal would’ve forced the six too- 
big-to-fail banks to keep more cash on 
hand—lowering the likelihood of another 
taxpayer bailout—Pawlenty battled to kill 
it. As Roundtable CEO, he complained it 
would “make it harder for banks to lend.” 
What he didn’t mention was that ample 
savings also threatened stockholder profits 
and pay for executives, who were reaping 
huge bonuses over risky investments. 

In 2014, a federal consumer protection 
agency set up an online complaint depart¬ 
ment, which published customers’ tales of 
mistreatment. Pawlenty launched an ad 
campaign callingthe complaints “rumors.” 

The Roundtable worked to postpone a 
study (a study!) of how banks were rig¬ 
ging accounts to generate overdraft fees, 
which cost customers $15 billion in one 
year alone. Dozens of banks were caught 
running the scheme, one of the industry’s 
favorite revenue sources. 

Pawlenty even spoke out against regula¬ 
tions that barred financial advisers from 
misleading clients into investments that 
generated the most commissions, rather 
than those in the client’s best interest. Sav¬ 
ing consumers from deception “could price 
professional financial advice beyond the 


reach of many modest-income families,” 
he argued with a straight face. 

The Roundtable also sued to block cus¬ 
tomers from taking banks and credit card 
companies to court, instead of being forced 
into arbitration, where the companies have 
a crushing advantage. 

In short, Pawlentj^s job was to essentially 
lobby against any idea that might save people 
from getting screwed. Upon the election 
of Donald Trump, the Roundtable pushed 
its screwing into overdrive. 

Last year, the group asked Trump’s trea¬ 
sury department to alleviate some “bur¬ 
densome disclosures” firms are forced to 
make, which might result in “information 
overload” to the investor. 

Problem solved: Under new recom¬ 
mendations, firms would no longer have 
to produce “non-material” information. 
Like how much more a CEO makes than 
the average worker. Or whether a company 
has a bad mining safety record. Or if it’s 
profiting from minerals a little slave boy 
retrieved them at gunpoint. 

When the feds considered new require¬ 
ments to guard against data breaches, the 
Roundtable urged intense investigations 
and strict enforcement... for everyone but 
banks and insurance companies. Pawlenty & 
Co. preferred to remain covered by a tooth¬ 
less existing law, which says if a breach 
of customer data is “reasonably possible,” 
the company “should notify the affected 
consumer as soon as possible.” The only 
thing missing is a “please.” 

The Roundtable has also tried to under¬ 
mine the Consumer Financial Protection 
Bureau (CFPB), which has fined banks 
hundreds of millions of dollars for schemes 
inflicted upon their customers, like Wells

Fargo’s massive creation of bogus accounts. 
After CFPB director Richard Cordray 
resigned, Pawlenty called for a “bipartisan 
board” to run the agency, which Trump is 
eager to suffocate. 

Imagine an even split of Democrats 
and Republicans bickering over whether 
to investigate their biggest donors. They’d 
never get an 5 Thing done. It’d be perfect. 

The overdraft study was called off, and 
Trump’s labor department has delayed 
the rule barring investment advisers from 
deceivingtheir clients. Meanwhile, the GOP 
tax cut championed by the Roundtable will 
save banks hundreds of billions of dollars. 
When he steps down next month, Pawlenty 
will return to Minnesota professionally tri¬ 
umphant and personally enriched by what’s 
known as crony capitalism. At least that’s 
what they call it in the party that’s begging 
to have him back. 

In 2011, when he briefly ran for presi¬ 
dent, Pawlenty positioned himself as an 
outsider from both D.C. and Wall Street, 
which needed to “get its nose out of the 
trough.” Before he announces his run for 
governor, the least he could do is wipe off 
his face. 03

here's no way to defini¬ 
tively rank the major 
music venues in the Twin 
Cities. Or is there? 

Is a tiny, dingy rock 
club abetter place to see 
a show than an ornate, historic theater? 
Maybe that’s not quite comparing apples 
and oranges, but it’s at least like compar¬ 
ing apples of many different varieties, 
shapes, sizes, and degrees of ripeness. 

But here at City Pages, we’re never 
ones to back away from a challenge, 
no matter how misguided, so we used 
every means at our disposal to evaluate, 
describe, and rank the 20 venues listed 
below. We gathered up the opinions of 
staff, our most trusted contributors, and 
the most knowledgable experts we could 
find. We devised intricate algorithms. 


We dabbled in the occult. 

We took every aspect of the concert¬ 
going experience into consideration, from 
sound and sightlines to beer selection 
and parking—even that one time in 2004 
when that bar back was a jerk to us. (Just 
kidding about that last one. You know 
who you are though and you know what 
you did.) 

Of course, we had to set some param¬ 
eters—nothing with a capacity over 5,000, 
which means no arenas or stadiums, and 
nothing under 250, so no corner bars. 
Even then we had to leave venues out— 
the Armory’s off to a promising start, 
but there’s not enough data yet to make 
a clear call, and some terrific sites like 
the Orpheum favor live theater more 
than live music these days. 

The competition was stiff, to say the 
least. Some of the venues ranked in the 


lower half here would be the hottest spot 
in some towns, and we’re glad we have 
them too. And if we left off or (worse 
still) badmouthed your favorite room, 
we’re sorry, but look at it this way: At 
least now it won’t get overcrowded next 
weekend with people who read about it 
in the newspaper. 

Oh, and just to keep you on your toes, 
we deliberately slotted one venue several 
places below where it properly belongs. 
We’re not saying which one, though. 
What fun would that be? 

But we guarantee that every single 
other room is ranked exactly where it 
belongs, with mathematical certitude. 
We’re sure you’ll agree, and that this 
will settle all arguments about the best 
places in town to see music, now and 
forever. We’re solving climate change 
next. -KEITH HARRIS 



7TH ST. ENTRY 

CAPACITY: 250 

701 FIRST AVE. N., MINNEAPOLIS 

The good: Ithas just one-sixth the capac¬ 
ity of the adj acent F irst Avenue Mainroom 
but all the magic. No club in town matches 
the Entry’s grimy charm, and its sched¬ 
ule is crammed full of veteran cult acts, 
budding local artists, and buzz-worthy 
newbies who are just a tour away from 
hitting the big room next door. 

The bad: As in all small rooms, crowding 
can be an issue. But as in all small rooms, 
crowding is kind of the point. 

The verdict: If the definitive live music 
experience takes place in a small, loud, 
packed room, that makes the Entry an 
even better place to see a show than

First Ave. And we’re not being contrar¬ 
ian here. (OK, maybe we’re being a little 
contrarian—otherwise what’s the fun of 
lists like this?) 



FIRST AVENUE 
MAINROOM 

CAPACITY: 1,550 

701 FIRST AVE. N., MINNEAPOLIS 

The good; Sightlines, layout, and sound- 
system are as good as any venue of its size 
anywhere, and the staff’s top-notch too. But 
it’s the intangibles that set the room apart: 
Everyone who performs here knows the 
club’s storied history and feels compelled 
to earn their place on Prince’s stage. 

The bad: Drink prices have crept up 
considerably in recent years, and with 
the opening of the Palace Theatre (which 
First Ave also manages), major shows that 
would’ve previously hit the Mainroom 
are now likely to stop in St. Paul. 

The verdict: An institution run by pros 
who ensure that everyone who enters the 
club, whether a fan walking in through 
the front door or a band loading in from 
the back, has a memorable experience. 
Can you imagine Minneapolis without it? 



PALACE THEATRE 

CAPACITY: 2.500 
17 W. SEVENTH PLACE, ST. PAUL 

The good; The century-old, newly 
rehabbed theater has jumpstarted St. 
Paul nightlife and dominated the Twin 
Cities music scene in its first year. The 
multi-tiered general admission floor offers 
a jostling rock club atmosphere, while the 
balcony is a terrific refuge if you’d prefer 
to be less vertical. Bars and bathrooms on 
multiple levels allow you to drink or pee 
(almost) ever 5 rwhere you want. 


The bad: Concertgoers are still familiar¬ 
izing themselves with the club’s distinctive 
layout, often creating a bottleneck toward 
the rear of the main floor when there’s 
plenty of space up front. 

The verdict; With its series of epic 
multiple-night events and the rustic but 
regal decor, the Palace is a flat-out game- 
changer. 



TURF CLUB 

CAPACITY: 350 

1601 UNIVERSITY AVE. W., ST. PAUL 

The good; The acoustics are outstanding 
for an oddly shaped room, and the stage 
is raised enough to see from the high- 
tops in the back. Many of the best artist 
residencies in the Twin Cities occur here, 
the food’s good (get the bacon cheddar 
burger), and the Clown Lounge is the 
basement hangout of your dreams. 

The bad; Navigating your way to the 
stageside bathroom can be tricky, as is 
parking if you show up late. (Though the 
Green Line will drop you off right at the 
Turf’s door.) And unlike those clubs back 
in the protective nanny state of Minne¬ 
apolis, they charge for earplugs. 

The verdict: The Turf may no longer 
be St. Paul’s little-neighborhood-bar-that- 
could, but Minneapolophobic fears that 
First Ave might kill any of its spirit (or 
scrub away too much of the grit) have 
proven unfounded. 



CEDAR CULTURAL 
CENTER 

CAPACITY: 625 

416 CEDAR AVE. S., MINNEAPOLIS 

The good; The nonprofit Cedar is a dis¬ 
tinctly West Bank institution, where you 
can see an earnest acoustic singer-song¬ 


writer one night and a world-renowned 
Malian kora master the next, or hunker 
down for the weekend-long ‘'Drone Not 
Drones” noise marathon. The layout allows 
you to get close up to the stage no matter 
where you are. 

The bad; Parking’s mostly limited to 
a nearby UMN garage, and if you want 
an 3 Thing stronger than wine you’ll have 
to stop off at Palmer’s. The hippie-ish 
crowd can get a little stinky in the summer. 

The verdict; Staffedby friendly volun¬ 
teers, and stocked with homemade treats, 
the Cedar is a genuine community space, 
where the shows are always all-ages, and 
often literally so, with toddlers boogieing 
next to seniors. 



NORTHROP 

CAPACITY: 2,700 

84 CHURCH ST. SE, MINNEAPOLIS 

The good; After completing a massive 
renovation in 2014, this Beaux Arts gem on 
the U of M campus shines once more as a 
warm, inviting room with great acoustics 
for its size. 

The bad; The stately vibe ofthe audito¬ 
rium does cause audiences to be on their 
best—or at least most sedate—behavior. 
You might not get to rock out as much 
as you desire. 

The verdict: Cold, outdated, and shabby 
no more, the stylish, newish Northrop is 
the best seated theater experience for live 
music in the Twin Cities. 


ICEHOUSE 

CAPACITY: 300 

2528 NICOLLET AVE. S., MINNEAPOLIS 

The good; A restaurant space with dis¬ 
tinctively woody decor tucked into the 
Eat Street stretch of Nicollet, with music 


that ranges from twee, rootsy band jams 
to sweaty late-night DJ sets to all kinds 
of jazzy improvisatory experimentation. 

The bad; Early on, you’ll feel like an 
oddball for being first on the floor while 
people are still sitting at tables and booths, 
but the intimate space can get tight in 
hurry, with crowds spilling to the bar 
and blocking your way from point A to 
point B. 

The verdict: Flashy but fun, pricey 
but loose. Icehouse is the rare club that’s 
defined its own visual and sonic identity 
from the start, and expanded from there. 



THE FITZGERALD 
THEATER 

CAPACITY: 1,058 
10 E. EXCHANGE ST., ST. PAUL 

The good; Ornate, historic, and intimate, 
the Fitz can make you feel like you’re 
watching a concert from the inside of 
an old-timey photograph. There’s not a 
bad seat in the house, and there are tons 
of family-friendly shows full of lovable 
MPR dads. 

The bad; Weird layout means you have 
to go upstairs to use the bathroom (where 
all those MPR dads are already standing 
in front of you), while drink lines often 
snake out into the lobby. And the creepy 
musk of Garrison Keillor still lingers. 

The verdict: An important stitch in 
Minnesota’s cultural tapestry that can 
steal your heart after just one visit. 


VARSITY THEATER 

CAPACITY: 962 

1308 SE FOURTH ST., MINNEAPOLIS 
The good; After reopening in 2005 with 
a new emphasis on live music, the resur¬ 
gent Dinkytown staple became a crowd 
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NOW OPEN UNDER NEW OWNERSHIP AND MANAGEMENT!

The bad: Sex abuse allegations against 
former owner Jason McLean spurred a 
boycott of the club, and the new owner¬ 
ship will have to work to regain prime 
booking and the goodwill of their former 
clientele. 

The verdict: Everyone in town is root¬ 
ing for City Pages’ Best Concert Venue 
in 2007, 2009, and 2012 to return to its 
former glory. 


DAKOTA JAZZ CLUB 

CAPACITY: 250 

1010 NICOLLET MALL, MINNEAPOLIS 

The good: Classy and sophisticated with¬ 
out being stuffy or pretentious, the Dakota 
is an intimate space where you can witness 
the artistry of jazz or folk musicians close 
up in a setting where the food is almost 
as good as the music. 

The bad: Depending on where your 
table is, the sightlines can be odd, and you 
can find yourself straining to hear a bass 
solo as the next table over orders another 
round of drinks or, on more infuriating 
occasions, simply chats away. 

The verdict: The Dakota was the Twin 
Cities’ premier jazz club even when it was 
stranded out in St. Paul’s Bandana Square. 
Now celebrating 15 years downtown, it’s 
at the center of Nicollet Mall’s nightlife. 



UPTOWN VFW 

CAPACITY: 400 

2916 LYNDALE AVE. S., MINNEAPOLIS 

The good: With its expanded venue space, 
upgrades to sound and lighting, and two 


new bars, the James Ballentine VFW Post 
#246 has been attracting even better acts, 
both on a local and national level, without 
losing its casual neighborhood bar vibe. 

The bad: Uptown bros threaten to 
commandeer the joint, and the VFW’s 
rough-and-tumble rep and cheap drinks 
can lead to drunken scenes that turn ugly 
real quick. 

The verdict: With all of Uptown’s old 
indie landmarks torn down in the name 
of progress, the VFW stands proud as 
one of the area’s last bastions of under¬ 
stated cool. 


STATE THEATRE 

CAPACITY: 2,181 

805 HENNEPIN AVE., MINNEAPOLIS 

The good: Classy and historic, with a 
gorgeous restored proscenium and daz¬ 
zling chandeliers, the State is one of those 
venues whose very existence seems to say 
“art matters”—to you, to me, and to the 
city of Minneapolis. 

The bad : As with all fully seated venues, 
you might welcome the opportunity to 
take a load off, but that drains the energy 
from certain shows. And the line to get 
a drink at the State’s one bar can be as 
messy and gridlocked as the traffic on 
Hennepin outside. 

The verdict: For the right show—vet¬ 
eran performers in particular shine on 
the State stage—it’s ideal. 



HOOK AND LADDER 
THEATER & LOUNGE 

CAPACITY: 300 

3010 MINNEHAHA AVE., MINNEAPOLIS 

The good: Nestled in “Downtown Long¬ 
fellow,” at the junction of Lake, 26th, 


and Minnehaha, this nonprofit upstart is 
the sort of hangout where you can hear 
music, drink craft beer, and maybe see 
somebody grilling in the parking lot. 
“Independent and artist-driven” means 
not just music, but theater, comedy, even 
weddings (probably invite-only). Shows 
are cheap. 

The bad: Beer and wine only, sorry, 
liquor drinkers. And though the Hook has 
hosted some highly respected names in 
original local music, its calendar can still 
be a bit of a crap shoot—tribute bands, 
anyone? 

The verdict: This charming, cool little 
spot may yet be where bands and fans 
that used to frequent the Triple Rock 
Social Club or Turf Club or the Entry 
find a place to build a scene, but it hasn’t 
quite clicked yet. 



AMSTERDAM 
BAR & HALL 

CAPACITY: 600 
6 W. SIXTH ST., ST. PAUL 

The good: With a good bar, decent food, 
and both a large “Hall” stage for big 
events and a more casual “Bar” stage 
for the likes of singer-songwriters and 
karaoke, this venue caters to everyone 
from the downtown St. Paul business- 
casual set to diehard concert-goers to 
hockey-jersey crowds. 

The bad: The “Hall” has only one small 
through-way in and out, along with a 
subtle high school auditorium vibe, and 
it can be tough to get to the bar on busy 
nights. 

The verdict: The Amsterdam is an 
underrated, chameleon-like venue with 
good sound. Not much of an identity 
beyond “Hey, we’re in downtown St. 
Paul,” maybe, but hey, that’s kind of a 
cool identity to have. 



CABOOZE 

CAPACITY: 1,000 

913 CEDAR AVE. S., MINNEAPOLIS 

The good: The neon marquee gives the 
marooned island on which the Cabooze sits 
a touch of Vegas Strip dazzle that contrasts 
with the club’s biker-bar staff and vibe. The 
expansive interior is all one big room, so 
you can order a PBR tallboy from one of 
the two bars while still watching the show. 
And the huge outdoor patio is ideal for a 
smoke break or an outdoor summer jam. 

The bad: Theweirdlyshapedroomhasits 
disadvantages too, especially if you get stuck 
behind a pole. And the location, pinched 
between desolate strectches of Franklin 
and Cedar, is less than ideal. 

The verdict: A decent place to see a 
show, with its own unique character, but 
a touch isolated. 



MYTH NIGHTCLUB 

CAPACITY: 3,100 
3090 SOUTHLAWN DRIVE, 
MAPLEWOOD 

The good: Attracts decent rap and R&B 
acts, both up-and-comers and veterans, as 
well as rockers not quite cool enough for 
First Ave, and books lots of all-ages shows. 
Good security and, if you get there early 
enough, free parking. 

The bad: The floor isn’t pitched at all, so 
it’s nearly impossible to see the stage from 
any given vantage point unless you’re up in 
the balcony. Also, the venue bills itself as 
being in St. Paul, but it’s really in Maple¬ 
wood. That has to be illegal, right? 

The verdict: Recommended if you’re 
young enough to want to get in the thick 
of the crowd and go wild, or you’re tall 
enough to play in the NBA. 
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MUSIC HALL 
OF MINNEAPOLIS 

CAPACITY: 1,200 

504 FIRST AVE. N., MINNEAPOLIS 
The good; An almost hidden club with 
no gaudy marquee—you queue on the 
street bending left at nowhere and sud¬ 
denly there’s a ticket booth. The interior 
is essentially all venue, and you can either 
cram up near the front or spread out else¬ 
where in the surprisingly spacious room. 
The bad; On the wrong night, the packed 
room can have an ugly vibe—maybe noth¬ 
ing’s going to go wrong, but there’s a sense 
of foreboding. 

The verdict; On the right night, in the 
right frame of mind, a cool space, and 
peeling out of that environment into the 
heart of Minneapolis afterward can be 
truly glorious. 



SKYWAY THEATRE 

CAPACITY: 1,956 

711 HENNEPIN AVE., MINNEAPOLIS 

The good; Downtown Minneapolis’ other 
multi-room concert venue, except this one 
has three stages—and tacos. The venue 
hosts the kinds of metal, EDM, hip-hop, 
and out-of-left-field indie shows you’re 
less likely to see at its older, more storied 
competitor up the block. 

The bad; The former movie theater 
dates back to the 1970s, and the club has 
tried to repurpose space without doing 
much to improve it. This is especially 
glaring in “Studio B,” a terrible-sounding 
concrete cavern. We’re fairly certain the 
carpet is older than you. All of you. Yes, 
even you. 

The verdict; It’s where you go when 
your favorite artist isn’t performing any¬ 
where else—the Spam of concert venues. 



ROY WILKINS 
AUDITORIUM 

CAPACITY: 5,000 
175 W. KELLOGG BLVD., ST. PAUL 

The good; Designed by the first African- 
American municipal architect, Clarence 
C. Wigington, the Roy boasts a layout that 
makes concerts feel both more epic and 
more intimate, at a capacity that can 
accommodate major acts. 

The bad; Legendarily bad sound. City 
Pages’ Michaelangelo Matos recently wrote 
that only “saturatingthe inside of the ceiling 
with Super Glue and shooting sandbags at 
it” might cure its acoustical woes, while the 
Strib’s Chris Riemenschneider, calling for 
the Roy to be shut down, said “on mustier 
nights I swear you can still smell beer spilled 
at the 1973 Doobie Brothers concert.” 

The verdict; The most loathed, most 
disparaged, most dreaded major venue in 
the metro area. But, as you’ll soon discover, 
not the worst.

The good; Convenient downtown loca¬ 
tion and above-average sound. If the show 
isn’t sold out or you get there in time to 
snag one of the excellent balcony seats, 
you might just be able to make the Fine 
Line experience work. 

The bad; Those high-quality speakers? 
They’re placed directly in the sightlines. 
No matter where you stand, you feel like 
you’re in the wrong spot. And good luck 
getting to the bathroom, though the drink 
prices ensure that you can’t afford to fill 
your bladder. 

The verdict; A great way to have abad 
time watching your favorite band. 03

RESERVATIONS 

Wait time gives pause for reflection at Bardo

A t Bardo, your reservation comes 
with a warning; ‘Tlease be advised 
that we only hold late reservations 
for 15 minutes and do not seat 
incomplete parties.” 

Fair enough, considering the razor-thin 
margins of running a restaurant and the 
demands of a small dining room. Bardo’s 
intimate space, in the former Rachel’s onEast 
Hennepin Avenue, certainly presupposes 
a tight turn of tables and a smoothly oper¬ 
ated seating chart. Its elegant double-sided 
bar welcomes guests and takes up a third 
of the room; behind it is a cozy, sometimes 
brimming seating area for diners with res¬ 
ervations. 

But what reciprocity, if any, exists with 
this 15-minute warning? One Friday night, 
rushing to make our reserved time, lest 
we lose it to the table vultures of Bardo’s 
hypothetical scenario, we found ourselves 
not welcomed to our seats, but crammed 
into a front entr 5 rway, where we were told 
it would be 15 minutes or so before our 
table was ready. 

Waiting is a natural part of the dining 
order. Restaurants are run by actual human 
beings and subject to the fickle nature of 
guests, some of whom spend 20 minutes 


rehashing the week’s events together after 
the bill’s been paid. 

Here is where hospitality shines: in the 
open communication between staff and 
would-be diner, and in the furnishing of a 
fresh cocktail in the waiting patron’s hand. 
What a difference a seasoned host would 
have made. 

A drink would have been especially help - 
fill in Bardo’s case, as the caliber of cocktail 
coming from the bar is high. When we were 
finally able to squeeze in at the bar, almost 
ever 5 l;hing we ordered was balanced and 
expertly engineered. The You Can’t Beet 
This ($12), a deep-pink gin flip, sported a 
foam top smoother than any we’ve had in 
town—simultaneously firm enough to stay 
afloat but velvety enough to integrate fully 
into the body of the cocktail with each sip. 

Shortly after ordering our round of drinks, 
we were ushered to our table, where the 
lingering bitterness over the 30-minute 
wait dissolved as our server cheerfully set 
our places and reset the mood. Though we 
had another service hiccup—when a differ¬ 
ent server approached before we ordered 
entrees and asked if we were ready for des¬ 
sert-overall, the ship was righted once we 
began our meal. 


The dinner menu at Bardo is arranged for 
sharing, with half-plates available for nearly 
every offering. Interpret the word ‘"sharing” 
loosely here, as most of the portion sizes 
divvied up to an amuse bouche for the five 
of us. In the cold scallops appetizer ($16), 
wafer-thin quarter-rounds of scallop disap¬ 
peared almost as instantly as they arrived, 
with only the shock of the yuzu sauce as a 
reminder we’d eaten 
BARDO an 5 rthing at all.

of high prices and 
correspondingly high expectations. Chef 
Remy Pettus, formerly the opening chef 
of Eastside in downtown Minneapolis, is 
up against a growing field of exceptional 
institutions—some, like Spoon & Stable, 
within a mile of his doorstep. The Twin 
Cities continues to mature into a nationally 
recognized food scene; the fight for diners’ 
pocketbooks is fiercer, the regulars harder 
won. Even as Midwesterners relinquish 
their death grip on the meat-and-potatoes 
value meal, the budget-minded consumer 
is a fixture. The smaller the portion size, 
the more jaw-dropping the dish must be to 
warrant a princely price tag. Bardo didn’t 
always connect the dots. 

In the crispy shrimp with white beans and 
black garlic gremolata ($17), the plump, rosy 
shrimp were toothsome and snappy, but the 
beans were chalky and undercooked. The 
boquerone and softeggtartine ($14) layered 


flavors beautifully, counterbalancing salty 
pops of curled anchovies against harissa 
paste, cooling cilantro, and charred bread. 
But the soft egg was cold, as unwelcome 
as an ice cube on warm toast. 

From the Fresh Pasta and Grains section 
of the menu, the agnolotti ($14/$25) rose 
to the occasion with its delicate, cheese- 
stuffed pillows, uplifted by lemon and herbs 
and the textural flourishes of bacon and 
diced squash. The gnocchi ($13/$23) was 
elegantly prepared with smoked tomato, 
leek, mushroom, and preserved egg yolk, 
but the “large” portion was far too pre¬ 
cious for the price. A mixed grain risotto 
($12/$19) lacked the creamy, filling quality 
of a risotto and came together more as a 
wild rice pilaf, all the more disappoint¬ 
ing if you’ve ordered it as your main meal 
instead of a side. 

As it turns out, the sides aren’t a bad 
place to build your meal; we found the 
greatest successes of the dinner menu hid¬ 
den there. The Aligot potatoes ($9) with 
chevre and chives were pureed to silk and 
made for bowl-licking. The blistered kale 
($9), though more braised than blistered, 
was bright and garlicky with little flecks 
of chiles and pepitas for crunch. Do not 
miss the house bread ($7), a buttermilk 
quick bread with a craggy crust and soft 
interior, served alongside herbed butter 
with lavender honey and chile flakes. 

Each of these would pair well with the 
a la carte meat dishes, like the game hen 
torchon ($15/$26), aroulade of tender meat 
with crispy skin, served with a sweet carrot 
puree, chanterelles, and a savory jus. Ditto 
the tender bison steak ($17/$32), cooked to 
a sumptuous rare red and practically crying 
out for a plate of potatoes to ride alongside. 

Since it opened in late August 2017, 
Bardo has made a few changes. It ended 
its brief experiment with an automatic 18 
percent service charge in lieu of tipping, 
and hiked its menu prices, adding a buck 
here and there. It also recently nixed its 
knee-buckling lamb burger for reasons we 
cannot comprehend or forgive. 

Overall, the greatest use for Bardo we 
found was in front of us all along: at the bar, 
where the exceptional cocktail menu and 
some very reasonable prices await. A short 
happy hour (4-5 p.m.) offers beer, wine, and 
a featured cocktail all in the $4-$12 range. 
With the lounge menu, available from 4-6 
p.m. and 10-12 p.m., you can get most of the 
side dishes and a fried chicken sandwich 
($12). It’s no lamb burger, but it’s enough 
to lure you into a seat at the bar. 03

Netflix pushes The Cloverfield Paradox on an unsuspecting America

I t would be impossible to fully assess 
The Cloverfield Paradox without first 
discussing the circumstances of its 
release. Netflix, in amove considered 
ballsy even by their standards, aired the 
movie’s first trailer during Super Bowl LII 
and announced—Abrams-y twist!—that The 
Cloverfield Paradox wouldhe available to 
stream immediately after the Big Game. 

This is a landmark moment in movie 
history—and that’s not hyperbole either. 
As of February 4, 2018, every major TV 
event is now a potential announcement 
vehicle for the release of a movie most 
people didn’t even know existed. No 
beating people over the head with seven 
different trailers or other terrible miscel¬ 
laneous promotional material. No salty, 
pre-release reviews by hack critics like 
me. Just a blank viewing slate. There’s 
something very cool about that. 

As for the movie itself, we have a pretty 
mixed bag. Originally called God Particle, 
it was conceived as a story completely 
unrelated to the Cloverfield franchise. As 
a result of being shoehorned into a new 


and different universe. The Cloverfield 
Paradox suffers from stretchy plot points, 
open storylines, and weak editing. Yet, it’s 
not as horrendous as some are making it 
out to be; the latest Cloverfield installment 
is more uneven than outright offensive. 

The film focuses on Ava Hamilton (Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw), a member of Cloverfield 
Station whose mission, along with the 
other crew members, is to activate the 
Shepard particle accelerator. If they can 
get the giant contraption working, they’ll 
unlock unlimited energy for a depleted 
Earth, though some believe turning the 
thing on will rip through the fabric of 
space-time and plague the world with 
demons and monsters. This, we’re told, 
is the titular paradox. 

When things go wrong, the crew winds 
up transported to another dimension. While 
they figure outhowto get backhome, they’re 
besieged by seemingly random acts of bad 
luck and violence. A mysterious woman 
is found inside a wall, somebody loses an 
arm that then becomes sentient, one gu/s 
eyeball starts acting funny. 

What’s unfortunate about TCP is that 
intriguing ideas don’t pay off and, worse.

are sometimes left unresolved. This could 
be forgiven were there any indication of 
a direct sequel, but it’s not made explic¬ 
itly clear that we’re getting that. If this is 
a standalone picture, there are way too 
many unanswered questions to make this 
a cohesive story or a great movie. 

It’s certainly nothing special. The Clo¬ 
verfield Paradox starts strong and offers 
at least some novelties among its space- 
horror cliches, yet ultimately doesn’t 
reach its potential. We get the sense 
TCP could have been a really intrigu¬ 
ing one-off, as well as another viewing 
angle of this universe. The series’ second 
installment, 10 Cloverfield Lane, was a 
welcome surprise in that regard. As it 
stands. The Cloverfield Paradox lands 
firmly in meh territory. 

At no extra cost to Netflix subscribers, 
it’s hard to complain. That said, the next 
time Netflix plays this card, the movie 
better be extraordinary. 03

Savage Umbrella ravages a new space

f you’re at Can Can Wonderland this 
month, you might find yourself waiting 
in a bathroom line with several people 
wearing simple, slightly worn white 
clothes. You might wonder if it’s a cult, or 
a protest. As it happens. The Ravagers is a 
little of both. 

Savage Umbrella has re-conceived its 
dark drama, first presented in 2011 at the 
shuttered Holl 3 wood Theater in northeast 
Minneapolis. As aprogramnote emphasizes, 
there’s “a new cast, a new space, and even a 
new ending” for this play by Laura Leffler 
and Blake E. Bolan, inspired by Aeschylus’ 
The Supplicants. 

The new space is called the X Lab. Situ¬ 
ated down a long hallway past Can Can’s 
cacophonous mini-golf room, the X Lab is 
a creepy-cool reclaimed room that recedes 
into darkness, its center punctuated with 
two lines of support pillars. 

It’s an offbeat space for theater, but direc¬ 
tor Hannah K. Holman embraces the chal¬ 
lenges in a creative and eerie production 
that weaves its own twisted world. Among 
the pillars, the repetitive motions of the 
large cast create a hall-of-mirrors effect. 

As the story begins, we meet the 50 
daughters of King Danaus (Eric Mari- 
nus)... well, at least over a dozen of them. 
As it happens, Danaus’ brother King 
Aeg 5 ^tus (David Coral) has 50 sons, and 
a long-planned mass wedding will unite 
the brothers and their children in power 
over a vast kingdom. 

Resentful of the conspicuously enthusi¬ 
astic Aegyptus, Danaus warns his daugh¬

ters that their cousins are brutal fiends 
who will ravage them, and gives each 
daughter a dagger to slay her husband 
on their wedding night. That’s Act One; 
Act Two explores what happens as the 
plot approaches fruition. 

The company has made a specialty of 
tackling complex issues of power and resis¬ 
tance with outside-the-box stagings and 
relatable humor. The Ravagers is firmly in 
that tradition, with the vivid personalities 
of characters like eldest daughter Hyperm- 
nestra (Leffler) and her suspicious sister 
Amymone (an intense Morgen Chang) 
emerging from the rigidly routine life 
enforced by Danaus. Ultimately, the play 
illustrates the corrosive effects of patriarchy. 

It’s an ambitious, while intimate, produc¬ 
tion; at its best, it’s entrancing, but there are 
some missteps. The decision to have male 
actors initially double as Danaids might 
easily have been abandoned to streamline 
the story given that it doesn’t carry through 
to later scenes. The show’s delicate tone 
also proves difficult to sustain as the play 
carries on well past the two-hour mark 
(with intermission). 

Still, The Ravagers is a play you won’t 
soon forget, with an ominous soundscape 
performed live by multi-instrumentalist 
Nissa Nordland. Catch it now if you missed 
it the first time around, or even if you didn’t. 
After all, you won’t know how it ends. 03

What do you call 
a straight guy who 
sucks dick?

M y partner does phone sex 
work. A lot of the calls are 
from “straight”guys who ask 
to be “forced” to suck cock. (We 
assume the forced part is because they think 
there’s something wrong with being gay.) 
We’re wondering if there is a sex-positive 
word we should be using to describe these 
guys. If not, your readers should coin one, 
so all us straight dudes who love dick can 
take pride in our desires. Fill in the blank: 

“ _: a 100 percent straight guy who 

also loves sucking dick (andperhaps taking 
it in the ass).” 

COCKSUCKERS NEED NOUN 

Theldnkyou describe already has aname— 
forced bi—and a forced bi scene usually 
goes something like this: A guy who would 
never, ever suck a cock because he’s totally 
straight gets down on his knees and sucks 
cocks on the orders of his female dominant. 
Since this totally straight guy sucks cock 
only to please a woman, there’s nothing 
gay and/or bi about all the cocks he puts in 
his mouth. It’s one very particular way in 
which male bisexuality is expressed—think 
of it as male bisexual desire after hetero 
fragility, gay panic, denial, religion, gender 
norms, and football get through kicking 
the shit out of it. Paradoxically, CNN, by 
the time a guy asks a woman to force him 
to suck a cock, he’s allowing himself to 
suck a cock and therefore no longer in 
denial.

The problem 
is my siblings and cousins have started 
having their own children, and seeing this 
relative—a member of my extended fam¬ 
ily—with their kids is dredging up a lot of 
uncomfortable memories. I see this relative 
frequently, as we all live in the area and get 
together as a family at least once a month. 
I don’t have children ofmy own yet, but my 
partner and I have already decided that this 
relative will never touch or hold the ones 
we do have. So do I tell my parents now? 
My extended family is tightly knit, and I 
fear the issues that sharing this secret will 
inevitably create. Am Istartingunnecessary 
drama since I’m not even pregnant yet? 

MY FAMILY KINDA SUCKS 

Your kids may not yet exist, MFKS, but 
your young nieces, nephews, and cousins 
do—and your abuser has access to them. So 
the drama you fear creating isn’t unneces¬ 
sary—it’s incredibly necessary. And since 
you’re planning to tell your parents eventu¬ 
ally, the drama is inevitable. But let’s say 
you wait to tell your parents until you have 
children of your own—how will you feel 
if you learn, after the curtain goes up on 
this drama, that this relative had sexually 
abused another child in your family (or 
multiple children in your family, or children 
outside your family) in the weeks, months, 
or years between your decision to tell your 
parents and the moment you told them?
